Prof C. Ct. Hoag, general secretary 
of the Proportional 
R epresentation 
League, of Philadelp hia, addressed a 
large audience at th e C h a m b e r of 
Commerce last evening, the sulmtance 
of his address being as follows: 


lf I u n d ersta n d correctly the s it­ 
uation in Brainerd, recent movements 
for the adoption of a new city c h a r te r 
failed at th e polls, and yet th e re Is a 
general feeling th at a form of gov­ 
ern m e n t more efficient and satisfac­ 
tory th a n th e present one can 
be 
agreed 
upon. 
I confess I am not 
sorry th a t the c h a r t e r recently d r a f t ­ 
ed here failed, for Its failure gives 
the city an opp o rtu n ity of m a k in g In 
It one modification which seems to 
me Important. 
I refer to the method 
of electing th e council. 
As s u b m i t ­ 
ted at th e polls th e c h a r t e r recently 
drafted provided for th e election of 
th e council by wards. 
A b etter way 
to elect It, In my opinion, would be 
th e method k now n as proportional 
representation, and it Is this method 
of electing th e council by pro p o rtio n ­ 
al representation that I shall especial­ 
ly explain to you tonight. 


Let us suppose that the n u m b e r 
of mem bers desired In th e council 
Is nine. 
In t h a t case a truly r e p r e ­ 
s en tativ e council would be, would it 
not, one In which each m em ber was 
elected by th e votes of a n in th of 
those who voted In th e election who 
were u n a n im o u s In th e desire to elect 
th e c a ndidate whom they did elect. 
T hat, I say, would he a council that 
could be called truly representative. 
Note th e difference between such a 
council and a council elected by the 
ward system. 
U nder th e ward sys­ 
tem. if nine were to be elected, one 
from each ward, th e n in th of th e peo­ 
ple th at would get a m e m b er would 
he a n inth who lived to g eth er but 
disagreed In regard to th e man they 
wanted in 
th e council; 
u n d e r th e 
system I have described, on the o th e r 
hand, each m e m ber of the council 
would he elected by a n in th of the 
people, but it would be a n in t h who 
agreed In regard to the m an they 
wanted. 
U nder th e ward system, 
you see. there are alw ays In each 
ward a g rea t m an y 
voters 
who. 
th ough they go to the polls and cast 
th e ir ballots. And themselves repre­ 
sented in the council by a man whom 
they have voted against. W h a t I pro­ 
pose to you Is t h e elim ination of this 
error. 
T h e re has been invented and i n ­ 
troduced In many countries a method 
of electing a 
represe ntative 
body 
which perm its each vote r to h a v e a 
sh a re in the election of a man he 
really w ants in th e body, which a s ­ 
sures to each g roup of voters as many 
m em bers as th e ir votes entitle them 
to proportionally. In short which re­ 
s u lts in really tru e rep re se n tatio n — 
the election of a council or a legisla­ 
t u re which can be counted upon to 
reflect truly the will of th e voters 
who elected It on any of th e chief 
issues which were u n d e r considera­ 
tion at th e election. 
P erh ap s I can m a k e th e general 
principle of the H are system of pro­ 
portional representation clear to you 
by supposing th a t we carry It out 
w ithout an y ballots a t all. 
Suppose 
the candidates which have been n o m ­ 
inated in any way t h a t you prefer, 
stand up on the principal street cor­ 
ners and th a t the voters are asked to 
sort themselves according to th e ir 
preference t?/ standing up. each one 
beside t h e candida te he likes best. It 
is announced th a t the actu al voting 
will not be done until the voters have 


changed th e ir positions as often as 
they w an t to. and that finally, when 
everybody is entirely satisfied, each 
candidate will be asked to m a rch to 
the city hall with 
his 
s u p p o rters 
around him, and 
we shall declare 
elected as the nine members of the 
council the n in e ca ndidates who are 
s u rro u n d ed by 
th e 
nine 
largest 
groups of supporters. 


T h e first result of th e operation 
would he th a t each voter would go 
to su p p o rt the man he really prefer­ 
red for th e council to all th e o th e r 
candidates. 
Suppose th e most pop­ 
u la r candid ate. Mr. A. had 400 voters 
around h im ; candidate B. IO voters; 
candidate C, 20 voters; and so forth, 
now suppose th at some clever man 
counts all the voters In th e city and 
finds that 
th ere 
are Just 2,000 o*f 
them. 
W hen t h a t 
fact 
becomes 
known, a b r ig h t m a n wiw la sn 
Ina Mr. A. discovers t h a t m a n y of th e 
voters who are standing by A. are not 
needed to elect him. 
As there are 
only 2000 voters In all. and nine c a n ­ 
didates to he elected It Is evident that 
any c an d id a te who gets one n in th 
of 2000 votes Is perfectly sure of b e­ 
ing elected. 
So this bright man 
counts out the necessary n um be r to 
s u p p o rt A, and he and th*- rem ainder 
of A's unnecessary 
-upport*rs 
go 
aw ay to o th e r candidates, each to the 
can d id a te he likes next best 
Then 
some still b rig h te r man who is one 
of those left to elect A discovers that 
Avell fewer votes tha n a n inth of 
2000 is sufficient to Insure A's elec­ 
tion with certainty. 
B a r ely more 
th a n a te n th of 2000, in o th er words 
201, will altsolutely insure A's elec­ 
tion. 
W h y ? For the simple reason 
th a t when nine candidates have got 
as many as 201 votes each, there will 
be less t h a n that n u m b e r for any o t h ­ 
er candidate. 
So the final result is 
t h a t Just 201 voters who w a n t A In 
the council remain around him to 
elect him , th e rest of them golm; to 
o th e r candidates, each one of them to 
the ca n d id a te he next prefers. 


Let us s u p p o s e th a t IOO of A’s s u p ­ 
porters w ho go aw ay from him go to 
the support of C. 
Then C ha- 120 
voters aro u n d him instead of the 20 
th a t he had to begin with. 
The re­ 
m a in d e r of A’s supporters who leave 
him sc a tt e r themselves am ong the 
o th e r candidates. 


And now w h a t h appe ns? 
W e can 
easily predict w hat must happen. The 
voters who are supporting the c a n ­ 
didate who Is now weakest will con­ 
clude t h a t th ey cannot possibly elect 
him and they will go to o t h e r can d i­ 
dates, each to the candidate he like* 
next best. 
Suppose B. who still has 
only IO voters around him, Is the 
weakest candida te after A's surplus 
voters have distrib uted themselves. 
T hen B's s u p p o rte rs leave him, one 
a fte r an o th er, to support others. 


And so th e shiftin g would continue 
Of course, lf a voter, on leaving the 
side of a candidate whom he now 
rega rds as hopeless, finds th a t the 
candida te he next prefers h as already 
made up th e necessary g ro u p of 201 
voters, he passes th a t candidate by 
and goes to th e can d id ate he likes 
next best so th a t his vote shall a c t ­ 
ually become 
effective In 
electing 
t h e m an he likes best, in the whole 
city, of th e candidates w ho can ac t­ 
ually be helped to election by his 
vote. 
Now consider the final grouping of 
the voters s t the end of th e day when 
all are satisfied and ready to march
